Company of Hartford, who made parts 
for the Popes. Their demand for parts 
grew so fast that they speedily became 
the chief customers, then stockholders, 
and finally the Pope Company absorbed 
the sewing machine company.

ETROIT (Mich.) Aug. 14-—-[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The voters of 
Michigan have taken the first step 
in the third attempt to amend the 
State Constitution by nominating can- 
didates for delegates to the Constitu- 
tional convention to be called at Lan- 
sing on November 4. The delegates 
will be chosen at a special election 
called for the third Tuesday in Sep- 
‘tember and the new Constitution will 
be ratified or rejected at the polls on 
the first Monday in April, 1908. 
There will be ninety-six delegates, 
three from each senatorial district and 
a peculiarity of yesterday's primaries 
Was that the electors voted regardless 
of party affiliations, the general reg- 
istration books being used in place of 
those of enrollment. In some of the 
districts there were many candidates 
and in others interest was lacking. The 
vote was light, taken as a Whole. 
After the convention shall have com- 
pleted the draft of the Constitution, at 
least 300,000 copies must be printed in 
pamphiet form for the instruction of 
the people of the State. 

MAJORITY MAY RATIFY. 
When presented to the electors, a 
majority will ratify or reject Under 
the call by the Legisiature, there is 
no provision for consideration by the 
people of the sections in detail. That 
of course is impracticable, but a large 
element favors getting together on the 
points on which all can agree and then 
giving especial attention to mooted 
questions.

POSTOFFICE REFORM. 


MEYER RECOMMEND 
MANY POSTAL CHANGES. 


EW YORK, Aug. 14.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Far- reaching reforms 
and improvements in thie -postal | 
seryice, national in scope, were advo- 
cated today by Postmuster-General 
George Von I. Meyer. As recom- 
mended by Mr. Mbyer, the proposed 
reforms are nine in number, as fol- 
lows: 
Renewal of postal notes paydble to 
an individual instead of “bearer,” as 
before. ‘ 
Establishment of domestic parcels 
post, limited to ten pounds. 
Establishment of a postal savings 
benk system. 

Increases in the rural delivery. 
Decrease in the rates vf foreign 
postage to 2 cents each half ounce for 
every country having direct steamship 


service. 
Adoption of stamp-selling machines 
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throughout the United States. 

“I have been studying these ques- 
tions very carefully,” said Mr. Meyer, 
“and either will make the desired re- 
forms myself, or where I have to, 
recommend them to Congress. 

“We are going to experiment with 
slot machines for stamps. We hope 
to have them so they will sell 1, 2 and 
5-cent stamps. They are a success 
in Germany. We will try them in this 
city and_in Washington. If they prove 
successful, they will be installed all 
over the country. That wiil make it

It is be- 
lieved that several members of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers. work- 
ing on the lines between this city and 
San Francisco, will be in the hands of 
ithe police within a few days. 
| The strikers have evidently advised 
the union railroad operators to delay 
the husiness of the telegraph companies 
in every way possible. The destruction 
of property, obstruction of wires and 
delay of important messages are the 
tactics to be employed, apparently. 
CRIMINAL TACTICS 

Dismayed at the ease with which the 
Western Union and the Postal Tele- 
@raph companies are restoring commu- 
nications and sending all messages, 
the railroad operators have resorted 
to the methods in vogue in San Fran- 
cisco during the carmefi's strike. It is 
Believed that the instruction of Sec- 
retary Quick of the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers, forbidding any interfer- 
ence with the business of the telegraph 
companies, has either been deliberately 
@isregarded, or else that the message 
of the secretary had meaning between 
the lines.

of Automobile Faker That Caught 
Victims—The Collapse of Promoter 

Berg’s Many Visionary Operations.

“crooked money” is told in the ca- 

reer of Charles Berg. a promoter, 
whose two Detroit concerns, the Citi- 
zens’ Transit Company, capitalized at 
$500,000, and the Imperial Auto Com- 
pany, capitalized at $300,000, have come | 


to grief. assisted by litigation brought | 


by dissatisfied investors. Berg's trail. 
leads through a dozen American cities 
~-Detroit,, Los Angeles, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, St. Louis, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh and others into Toronto, and 
over to London and St. Petersburg. 

Berg's plan is to organize companies 
to operate auto busses in cities and 
manufacture gigantic motor’ trucks 
from patents in which he claims a 
controlling interest. Several machines 
have been built from his specifications, 
but so far as known, none of them has 
been operated with success and no div- 
idends have ever reached the expect- 
ant investors. 

Glittering prospectuses, however, 
continued to bring plenty of stock buy- 
ers. The experimental machines have 
proved too cumbersome, too heavy and 
too costly to operate. The total capi- 
talization of Berg's known companies 
exceeds $8,000,000, with a good propor- 
tion paid in. In Detroit, Berg as 
very lavish with stock in his concerns, 


to settle tailor and hotel bills and for 
rent of a fashionable summer home at 
Grosse Isle. The last heard of Berg 


he was in London promoting another 
company. 

Berg came to Detroit in 1903, and or- 
ganized the Imperial Automobile Com- 
pany to manufacture automobiles for 
commercial purposes. Leading Detroit 
capitalists were interested as officers 
and stockholders im this as well as 
other of his enterprises. - These autos 
were to be equipped with the imperial 
electric motor, the patent for which 
Was held by the Imperial Electric Mo- 
tor Company, a Berg corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of New Jersey, 
capitalized originally at $1,000,000. The 
company capitalized stock of $300,000 
and Berg was given $140,000 of this for 
the exclusive right to the patent in 
Michigan. All the subsidiary com- 
— were required to pay royalties 

t. 


GAVE STOCK FOR TAILOR’'S BILL 

Berg no sooner sécured his stock 
than he began to get rid of it. A piano 
dealer got $600 worth for a piano, and 
a tailor about $2000 worth. The par 
value was $10, but Berg had distrib- 
uted stock out of his holdings at 0 
much lees than the treasury stock 
that it became a dead sue. Six 
months later the company \°s reor- 
ganized under the name of Commercial 
Motor Vehicle Company, which built 
four trucks and all of which were 
complete failures. 

Berg then started the Citizens 
Transit Company, to operate the sight- 
seeing cars manufactured by the Com- 
mercial Motor Vehicle Company. The 
company was organized with a cap- 
ital stock of $800,000. Of this Berg got 
Sag worth for promoting and 
the use of the four-motor patents. 
The capitalization was subsequentiy 
increased to $600,000. The first car was 
turned out a double-decker and made 
a magnificent appearance. A trial 
trip, with city officials as guests of 
honor, was made, and immediately 
thereafter the machine was placed in 
It was shifted about from 
„ and finally burned up

cess, arranged with the promoter for 
another car. This cost $8000, but it 
was as big a failure as the other. At 
this point nearly all of the $30,000 
paid in was used up. Berg had 
traded a bunch of his stock for a 
year’s board at the Cadillac Hotel.

case for nearly a score of years, nor 
does it lessen the distinction of the 


much worthy work and does more to 
elevate his profession than any living 
American. 


There is in Washington, at the pres- 
ent time, much poor sculpture and yet, 
nowhere else can the history of Ameri- 
can sculpture be so well studied. St. 
Gaudens's masterpiece, the Adams Me- 
mortal, is here; also Daniel French's 
charming Gallaudet group; the Nei- 
haus’s Hahnemann statue and the 
Ward equestrian statue of Gen. Thom- 
as, whichis regarded as one of the best 
specimens of the kind in the entire 
country. 
The first equestrian statue ever 
erected in this country—the Gen. Jack- 
son Statue, in Lafayette Square, op- 
posite the White House, is more inter- 
esting for its unique history than as 
a work of art. When it was modeled, 
in 1862, the sculptor, Mr. Clark Mills 
had never seen an equestrian statue 
and there was not a foundry in this 
country at which one could be cast. 
With audacious courage he built his 
foundfy, outside the city, and after 
many experiments, cast this statue 
himself from the cannon captured on 
the battlefield by Gen. Jackson. Later, 
Mr. Mills cast the Crawford Status of 
Liberty which surmounts the dome of

M. Palmer, curator of the South- 
west Museum, returned from the Chan- 
nel Islands yesterday. In his newly-

weight about 900 pounds. 0 

In this collection there are a num- 
ber of articles which so far as known 
have no duplicates, and the purpose 
for which they were used can only be 
conjectured.

WAGE WAR 
AGAINST PEST, 


INROADS OF WHITE FLY WILL 


BE COMBATED. 
Plague Which Annually Devastates 
Large Number of Florida Orchards 


Makes its Appearance in Southern 
California—Rigid Quarantine Laws 


The Citrus Protective League |’ 


has issued a circular letter verifying 
the report that the ‘dggaded Florida 
White Fly has made its appearance at 
Bakersfield, and calling upon all peo 
ple having the welfare of the Califor- 
nia fruit industry at heart to work for 
the most stringent quarantine regula- 
tion to prevent the spread of the pest. 
As yet the only traces of the plague 
have been found in the trees of tue 
Tevis estate at Bakersfield and it is 
belieyed that ener-etic measures will 
wipe out the threatening danger if 
steps are taken at «nce. ; 

Two years ago the Florida White Fly 
made its appearance at Marysville, but 
prompt action on the part of the au- 
thorities exterminated the pest and the 
danger was passed. Evidence secured 
by experts who ve been making in- 
vestigations in the Bakersfield neigh - 
borhood leads to the belief that the in- 
fection was brought there at the same 
time that it was carried to Marysville. 

Experts employed by the Citrus rro- 
tective League report that their in- 
vestigations have disclosed the fact 
that, upon the Tevis estate, is to be 
found nearly every food plant of the 
fly. As yet the insects are confined to 
the orchards, however, and there is a 
hope that they may be destroyed be- 
fore they have gotten a footing on other 
parts of the estate. As yet the fly has 


not appeared anywhere but on the 
Tevis property. 


The Citrus Protective League urges 
that an exhaustive search be made in 
every county to make sure that the 
pest has not gained a foothold. It Is. 
urged that every county have passed a 
quarantine ordinance against Florida 
trees and that the greatest care be 
exercised to prevent the importation of 


a pest that might. if once it gained a 


foothold, raise havoc with the orange 
industry in California. 

There is some difference of opinion 
among authorities as to the danger 
of the pest I over Southern 
California. Prof. W. Woodworth of 
Berkeley believes int the danger is 
great, while Horticultural Commis- 
sloner Pease fails to anything to 
cause great worry in the present state 
of affairs. 

The practi fruit-growers are likely 
to let the authorities argue it out, how- 
ever while they themselves take steps 
which will insure the eradication of the 
pest if such a thing be possible. There 
is no difference of opinion as to what 
the result would be were the fly to 
gain a foothold in the orchards of 
Southern California and a determined 
effort will be made by the Citrus Pro- 
tective League to induce the authori- 
‘ties to take the matter up. 


TWO VICTIMS IN WEEK. 


Police Think Degenerate Haunts Rall 
read Yards at Night to Mur- 
der Unwary.

Epitacio Nunez, aged 24, who was 
found lying unconscious near the side- 
walk at East Fourth street and Santa 
Fé avenue, Tuesday night died early 


| yesterday morning at the Receiving 


Hospital. He had been assaulted with 
a sandbag or slungshot and. his skull 
fractured in three places. Despite the 
efforts of the hospital surgeons, he 
did not regain conseiousness and when 
he died, every hope that the detectives 
had of getting a description of his as- 
sallant was gone. His pockets had 
been rifled and his watch stolen. The 
body was identified by relatives who 


called at the Police Station to report; 


the fact that he had not returned 
home. 

The method in which this crime was 
omitted was the same as that used 
in the murder of Samuel Nelson, an 
old negro teamster, whose skull was 
crushed by an unknown assassin with 
a large stone near the Salt Lake de- 
pot. Nelson was also robbed. He 
never recovered consciousness. 

Half a dozen detectives are working 
on the two cases, but they admit 
that they have not the slightest clew 
to the identity of the murderer. Only 
the fact that the motive and method 
were identical in both cases indicates 
that both crimes were committed by 
the same person.

in the Federal government in prose- 
cuting trusts violating the Hepburn 
and other anti-monopoly laws. By 
the Newport crowd this declaration 


‘seems to be taken at its full face 


value. Of course in numerous in- 
stances it has to be. Those who have 
been speculating wildly in these se- 
curities. buying two, three and four 
times more stocks than they can pay 
for in the expectation of making 
enough profits on a rise in the market 
to keep up their luxurious establish- 
ments for the year, find themselves 
called upon to put up margins on a 
declining market until they are 
ruined. Unable to meet the demand 
for more money to protect their 
Stock, it is sold in the open market 
to the highest bidder and their cred- 
itors take everything. 

Note what has brought this distress 
to the Newport colony. It is specu- 
lation. Gambling is the only ade- 


quate name for it. Those persons 


who pursued a conservative course 
and bought only euch stocks as they 
could pay for are just as rich actually 
today as they were a month ago or a 
year ago. By the quotations in the 
papers, they are worth not half so 
much, but six months from now they 
may be worth twice as much. This 
paper value of fortunes is utterly fic- 
titious. The industries of the country 
are not suffering. The railroads are 
making more money than ever before. 
The procedure of the Department of 
Justice is forcing corporations of va- 
rious kinds to obey the law has not 
reduced by one dollar the income of 
corporations. 

As to the railroads, it would seem 
to the ordinary mortal as if the en- 
forcement of these laws were a di- 
rect benefit to those interests. They 
are protected from other predatory 
corporetions. How a railroad can suf- 
fer by being protected from giving up 
a large part of its receipts in the way 
of rebates is beyond the comprehen- 
sion of anybody but a Wall street 
gambler. The officers of these cor- 
porat are drawing just as big sal- 
When dividend-pay- 
ing time comes they are actually in- 
creasing the size of the melon slices 
passed around to all stockholders. The 
net ineome of some corporations has 
been curtailed a little by the increased 
wages paid to those who operate the 
enterprises. But the government 
prosecution of those breaking the 


laws had nothing whatever to do with 


this. 

Of course in the big gambling den 
known as the stock market in New 
York every rumor is eagerly seized 
upon by one side or the other to af- 
fect the price of stocks The cry of 
wolf is heard every hour of the day 
from the “bull pen” or the “bears’ 
lair.” If these false alarms frighten 
timid souls and they injudiciously let 
go of the property for less than its 
value, the distress resulting is the 
outcome of poor judgment, not of ac- 
tual conditions in the industrial 
world.

‘HAT GOES IN SMOKE. 
The fact that the people of the 
United States are fast becoming a race 
of nervous wrecks has not only been 


|| demonstrated by statistics, but must 


de apparent to even the most careless 
observer. That the affliction is due 
in great part to the enormous con- 
sumption of tobacco by the men and 


boys, and even the women of the na- 


tion, we have the word of physicians 
and the keepers of sanatoriums, not 
to mention the silent yet eloquent tes- 
timony of the undertakers. : 

Although it may be startling to be 
informed that a native tobacco crop 
valued at about $54,000,000, d im- 
ported tobaccos in addition valued at 
about $29,000,000, was sent up in 
smoke from the mouths and inhaled 
into the lungs of the American people 
last year, the facts are still more im- 
pressive if we individualize cases and 
figure out what it may mean to any 
one of the hundreds of men that any 
of us may happen to know. Go into 
an- office and watch the shaking hand 
of the proprietor or the clerks in the 
place; watch the people on the streets, 
in the workshops or anywhere; take 
them all as they come—all classes and 
all sorts from the millionaire to the 
hobo—and will be amazed at the 
extent to 
itself on the race. 

While the use of tobacco is not con- 
sidered an immorality, its effects on 
the human being are much the same 
as would result from immoral excesses 
that might be named, including drunk- 
enness. The excessive or even the 
moderate yse of tobacco is very hard 
on the physical system at least. It 
leaves men with shattered nerves, 
weakened heart action and befogged 
brains. The heavy smoker cuts his 
power of endurance in two in a very 
short time and finally quite destroys 


the character of work that a non-user 
is able to perform. The number of ap- 
parently strong men who die suddenly 
in middle age from heart failure due to 
the use of tobacco is appalling. Worse 
than all that, it has been demonstrated 
beyond doubt that a use of the weed 
almost invariably creates a craving for 
stimulants with the result that the vic- 
tims take to the habitual use of alco- 
holic Uquors.

ber of cigar stores there are 

up in every town and city of the land. 
Here in Los Angeles, for instance, a 
majority of the best corners are oc- 
cupled by these institutions.

The very moder- 
ate smoker spends $100 a year for to- 
bacco—money that, if he had it in 
bulk at any one of a dozen times dur- 
ing the year, might be the means of 
offering him an opportunity to make 
a fortune. Whatever excuse the rich 
man may be able to give for his in- 
dulgence in the tobacco habit, surely 
there is none that the poor man can 
offer. 


MIABLE CRIMINALS. 

A Chicago criminal lawyer, editor 
of American Criminal Records, who 
appears to have made a pretty pro- 
found study of penology, proposes the 
establishment of,a colony for what he 
calls “amiable criminals.” The idea 
of this criminologist is to found a col- 


restraint will not be so galling as in 
a regular spenitentiary. In such an 
institution there would be the help of 
green fields and trees, of flowers and 
other humanizing influences. 

Now in a broad way this idea ts 
excellent. Undoubtedly the method of 
dealing with criminals, even under 
the most advanced conditions of the 
day, is faulty. It tends to harden con- 
demned persons rather than to lift 
them to a higher moral plane. The 
most abandoned, degraded and degen- 
erate types are mixed together with 
persons whose fault was more a mat- 
ter of accident than perhaps of de- 
liberate intent. There ought to be a 

tion of criminals of different 
types, with different treatment. The 
purpose of such tion would be 
to reclaim those who are reclaimable, 
and undoubtedly there are numerous 
instances wherein men who have fall- 
en into criminal courses under stress 
of necessity or sudden temptation are 
anything but hardened offenders. 
The throwing of these with the worst 
types precludes repentance, reform 
amendment. 

But the details of Mr. Geeting's 
plan do not commend themselves 30 
thorovghiy. The type of criminal 
whose reformation this criminologist 
bas in mind is described as “persons 
Who sell gold bricks, and other swind- 
lers.“ Now there are many men in 
the penitentiary for the horrible 
crime of murder who are less crim- 
inal in intention and heart than gold- 
brick seliers. The rich banker who 
loots his institution and leaves wid- 
ows and orphans destitute because of 
his greed deserves severer punishment 
than many a wretch who, inflamed 
with bad whisky, stabs an antagonist. 
It would be a more hopeful undertak- 
ing by far to rescue some of these 
poor, wretched outcasts than to under- 
take the thorough reformation of 
some of the recent bankers who are 
at the present moment doing time. A 
year or so in the penitentiary is about 
the worst fate that awaits many a 
man whose crooked caréer in finance 
has left behind in its wake ruined 
homes and ruined hopes, left widows 
and orphans destitute, and caused 
tears of bitter sorrow to flow from 
many poor people's eyes. After the 
recent wrecking of a Chicago bank, 
numerous persons committed suicide 
in despair.

The coun- 
try cannot endure them. Society 


cannot exist under them. Labor un- 
ions must reform their methods in 
these and many other respects or be 
crushed by law or by a general or- 
ganization of society agalnst them. 
Union men themselves know this 
and often make futile attempts to 


check their unions from entering on mill 


such crusades. The trouble is they 
weakly allow the jawsmith and thé 


bully to gain control; and a few of
